REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

There has been some discussion as to whether the Temperance 
question should have a place on the program at our Associational 
meetings, I shall not discuss this question further than to say, that 
if it ever deserved a place, it still deserves it. Satan has not given 
up, or surrendered this his most effective agancy for the propagation 
of all forms of sin, and the damning of the souls of men. Though 
he has sustained a heavy loss, and temporary defeat in North Caro- 
lina, by the enactment of our Prohibition law, we must not shut our 
eyes to the fact, that the liquor interests of this nation have not 
given up hope of again invading our beloved State. Therefore, we 
may guard well our victory, and not lay down our arms too soon, if 
we are to hold what we have already achieved. 

And we surely need to hold this law: 

1st. In order to elevate the minds of our citizens on the vital 
question of civic righteousness. 

2nd. In order to keep our State from participating in, and help- 
ing to foster the ignorance, poverty, vice and crime which are the 
undeniable products of the liquor business. 

3rd. In order to put our state on a plain with the principals of 
the Preamble to the Constitution of the United States, and neared in 
harmony with the law of God. 

Then if we are to hold this law, we must enforce it at least with 
a reasonable degree of success. And with the enactment of the 
“Webb Bill” by Congress, and the laws of our own state, and the 
co-operation of good people, there is no reason for non-enforcement 
of this law. One of the most efficient means we can use in helping to 
enforce this law, is to let our executive officers know that we expect 
them to do their duty.

laging, the Recorder, or the representative of such objects, through 
the Recorder, would make such strong appeals to the brotherhood as 
would arouse them to a Denominational activity, a greater interest 
would be manifested and the means would be supplied to carry on the 
Lord's work. 

From the earliest days of the Recorder, till the days of our pre- 
sent able consecrated editor, Hight C. Moore, and Business Manager, 
J. S. Farmer, has the Recorder been calling to greater things, push- 
ing foward the strong and encouraging the weak. 

The Biblical Recorder, marching at the front in our Denomina- 
tional progress, has pointed the way and proclaimed the principals 
upon which our' Denomination is built, until to-day the Baptist of 
North Carolina stand a united host ready to march against the evils 
that rise up before them. 

The Recorder keeps us united in every undertaking for the 
advancement of the Lord’s Kingdom on earth, for the preaching of 
the Gospel in every nook and corner of the state and the fostering of 
every denominational enterprise — the schools, colleges and Orphanage. 

We learn of the religious progress of our Denomination through 
the Recorder. Many of our Pastors and Churches give us informa- 
tion concerning their work and their spiritual condition, through the 
columns of the Recorder. 

The Biblical Recorder is run in the interest of the Baptist work 
in North Carolina. The editor is elected by the Convention and the 
Convention exercises editorial control without one cent of financial 
responsibility. The stock-holders have agreed to not ask for more 
than 6% on their money and some years have not received any 
thing at all. 

The circulation of the Biblical Recorder ranges around 15,000 
and at this time is a little below that number. The income from 
advertising, last year, was nearly $1,000.00 less than the year before, 
and this loss came largely from the censorship of advertisement, 
most of which were medical. 

The greatest heed of the Recorder is a larger circulation. If 
there were 25,000 or 30,000 subscribers to the Recorder, it would do a 
great work in helping our people and fostering every good cause. 

Therefore, we recommend that the pastors and leading mem- 
bers in the different Churches of the Kings Mountain Association 
make a stronger effort than ever before to get a subscriber from 
every home represented in the Churches.

* REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOL. 

We find authority for Sunday School in God’s word. A Sunday 
School with good organization, adequate equipment and good teaching 
is sure to become effective in winning souls for God and in develop- 
ing them for his use. The Sunday School work of the State is hope- 
ful. There seems to be a steady healthful growth. In the past seven 
years in the state we have grown from 1290 schools, a gain of 630 or 
49%. Mere numerical growth, however, is not necessarially indica- 
tive of success. 

We find more general interest in the cause than formally. 
Schools are improving their organization as well as enlarging their 
membership. Many are training their teachers in the Sunday School 
Board Training Courses. Churches are building class rooms or using 
curtains to improve their equipment. 

We find since the last session of our own association that more 
than 100 have taken training in the Teachers’ Training Course. 
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As a policy for next yeas your committee would recommend: 

First, a vigorous campaign to enlist more of our church mem- 
bers and others not yet reached by the Sunday School. Second, the 
co-operation with other associations in supporting Sunday School 
Missions. Third, more definite plans for making our schools Evange- 
listic-plans that will become great soul saving agencies. 

Every unsaved member of our classes ought to be brought to a 
saving knowledge of Jesus. Fourth, your committee would futher 
recommend and urge that our officers and teachers secure literature 
on the various phases of up-to-date Sunday School literature.

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 

We, the committee on State Missions, beg leave to submit the 
following brief report: 

We consider State Missions the Home Base for the far-flung 
battle line in all missionary work. 

State Missions is to Home & Foreign Missions what the roots are 
to the tree. Just as it is impossible to keep the branches in a flourish- 
ing condition without having vigorous roots, so it will be impossible 
to lengthen our cords without strengthening our stakes. State Missions 
is just beginning to be appreciated in her relative importance, and 
now that she is, she will do a far greater work than formerly. In 
supporting State Missions we are reaching all other fileds of mission- 
ary activity, so we would recommend that this Association increase 
her gifts to this great dynamo of our mission work at least 25%, in 
order that both expansion and developement may be carried forward, 
as neither can be without said increase. Last year the Baptists of 
North Carolina contributed in round numbers $48,000. There were 150 
missionaries in the field, preaching at 335 churches and out-stations, 
who preached 10,150 sermons, holding 231 meetings, baptizing 1,607 
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persons, and receiving 1,393 persons by letter. These missionaries 
reported 2,627 professions of faith, 20 houses of worship built, and 
$74,586.23 given to all objects of the Convention. 

In view of this great work done by our Convention, and the 
still greater opportunity for larger service, we, the committee, plead 
that this great Association enter more heartily into this expansion. 
Let us “Strengthen our stakes and lengthen our cords”.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
BOILING SPRINGS HIGH SCHOOL 

To the Kings Mountain and Sandy Run Associations: 

The Board of Trustees of Boiling Springs High School begs 
leave to submit this, its sixth annual report: 

Under the able management of Prof. W. J. Francis and his 
able corps of assistants your school has made gratifying progress 
along all lines and is steadily and surely gaining in usefulness. 
Considering the quality of work done, the ability of the teaching 
force to give instruction, together with the natural advantage which 
your school enjoys, and, further considering the low cost to stu- 
dents, your Board asserts without fear of contradiction that this 
school stands without a peer in this field. The substantial pro- 
gress of Christianity is conditioned upon and co-existent with the 
like progress of Christian intelligence. The success and growth 
of the Baptist denomination, as such, is strengthened, fortified and 
advanced by the agencies of Christian denominational schools, 
where our ministers and missionaries receive their initial train- 
ng and our boys and girls are taught the fundamental principles 
of good citizenship. Your Board has pursued the policy of em- 
ploying only graduate teachers from reputable colleges, which 
policy, though more expensive, has won a high place in that realm 
where only the best schools are found. 

Your board has made but few changes in the faculty. Miss 
Margaret C. Radcliffe, B. A., M. M., Roanoke College, Danville, 
Va., is this year Directress of Music. She comes to us highly rec- 
ommended and is doing excellent work in this department, main- 
taining the popularity of this important branch in our school. 
Prof. Roy A. Marsh, A. B., Wake Forest College, is an addition 
to the faculty. Prof. Marsh has charge of the boys’ domitory, is 
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popular with the student body, and is doing excellent work as 
Professor of English and Latin. 

Space and time forbid us giving individual mention of each of 
our teachers. However, we consider it appropriate to call your 
attention to the strong asset which the school has in the services 
of Miss Etta Curtis as Lady Principal and teacher in the inter- 
mediate Deparment. Miss Curtis has charge of the dormitory for 
girls, than which there is no more important or responsible work 
in any school. A lady of refined culture, kind and sympathetic, 
rich in experience, firm and steadfast in purpose and prizing the 
cardinal virtues above everything else, your Board can safely as- 
sure the parents that their girls will be safe when under her 
care and tuition. 

Your board further commends its boarding facilities as be- 
ing of the best. Board is furnished at actual cost. Miss Rosa Kir- 
by is matron. She is a graduate in Domestic Science and knows 
how to practice economy with the maximum of efficiency. Not 
a single complaint against board has ever reached this board, 
either from student or patron, during the entire time Miss Kirby 
has been our Matron. Meals are good and wholesome and the 
cost has never exceeded the low average of $6 per month for the 
year. 

Improvements 

As evidence of the civic pride of the student body, we refer 
to the improvements made by them alone. They have equipped 
Miss Curtis’ reception room with splendid furniture and painted 
this room, the office room, the music room and the practice room 
during the past year. The Literary Societies have established and 
are cultivating flower gardens at each end of the Main building. 

The Board has sold the ram originally purchased to pump wa- 
ter from the spring and with the money received therefrom has 
purchased an engine to pump water from the deep well. The wa- 
ter from this well has been tested recently by the state chemist, 
whose analysis shows it to be as nearly perfect as it is possible for 
water to be. 

The class of 1912 established a precedent by donating an arch 
to the school and each class in the future will give a suitable pic- 
ture as a memorial to be used in decorating the walls of the build- 
ing. 

Indebtedness 

Pursuant to a resolution offered by Bro. George L. English 
and adopted at your last meeting, an Advisory Committee of sev- 
en from each Association was appointed to confer with the Board 
and devise ways and means for the early liquidation of the indebted**

ness. The following were appointed from the Kings Mountain As- 
sociation: George L. English, James T. Bowman, A. E. Bettis, J. 
W. Kendrick, D. J. Keeter, J. T. S. Mauney, G. W. Hamrick and 
from the Sandy Run Association: A. M. Lovelace, M. M. Green, 
A. I. Jolly, Rev. J. M. Goode, J. P. D. Withrow, J. A. Calton, A. L. 
Smart . 

This committee met at the Sandy Run Baptist church, to- 
gether with the Board, on Oct. 17th, 1912. At this meeting the 
following pastors were present: Revs. Z. D. Harrill, A. C. Irvin, 
L. W. Swope, B. P. Green, Baylus Cade, D. G. Washburn, J. G. 
Graham, J. R. Miller, B. M Bridges, I. D. Harrill. 

J. H. Quinn was elected Chairman and Geo. L. English Secre- 
tary of the meeting. After an all day session, interspersed at 
intervals with fervent prayers, that plan was decided upon which 
has resulted in the practical liquidation of the indebtedness. At 
this meeting $4250 was subscribed. Subscriptions were to be 
taken conditioned upon the whole amount being subscribed and 
canvassers put in the field. The committee went away buovant 
with the hope of success. Among those deserving special men- 
tion in canvassing the field are G. E. Lineberry, Geo. L. English, 
who managed with great skill the publicity department, J. W. 
Suttle, J. G. Graham, T. Carl Hamrick, C. T. Tew, J. M. Goode, 
E. B. Hamrick. 

$11,685.00 has been paid upon the indebtedness, leaving a bal- 
ance of $1,492.63 yet due. This amount is being held in the form of 
an individual note signed by a majority of the Board as indivi- 
duals by L. S. Hamrick and the estate of the late Leander Hol- 
land. The Board at a recent meeting appointed Brethren W. A. 
Mai tin, G. B. Pruett, E. B. Hamrick, J. Y. Irvin and B. T. Falls as 
a special committee to urge the collection of those over-due sub- 
scriptions and to take such steps to collect same as they deemed 
necessary or expedient. A letter was addressed to a portion of 
those whose notes are being held on the 15th of Sept, and the re- 
mainder of the list is just in hand and will receive immediate at- 
tention. These notes and pledges range in amount from 50 cents 
to $1.50 and the parties are scattered over the territory covered by 
the two associations. The list of the churches v r ho have not met 
their pledges has not been received by the Committee and they 
v/culd be at a loss to know to handle same if they had it. The 
latest to respond with the full amount of principal and interest 
is New Hope church with $242.25. Whenever ana wlierever a con- 
secrated, able and progressive pastor lays this matter earnestly 
before his church it is the observation of your Board that that 
church readily responds and does its full duty. Your board, there- 
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fore, feels constrained to urge your body to request the pastors 

to speak to those delinquent churches about this important mat- 
ter. 

The present session has seen 170 students enrolled, boys 102, 
girls 68, ministerial students 10, counties represented 15, states: 
North and South Carolina. There are more boarding students than 
ever before. The local patronage not being quite so large. 

Under the wise management of Prof. Francis the school has 
each year been self-sustaining. It could not have done so last year 
but for the collection taken at the Association to help pay tuition 
for ministerial students who received free tuition from the Board. 
Your Board again urges that ministerial education for this school 
be made one of the objects to which contributions are made by 
the various church. The competitors of this school get aid from 
the Southern Board to pay tuition for ministerial students. Your 
Board cannot charge them tuition without destroying the sphere of 
usefulness of the School. We cannot give them free tuition and 
pay expenses. So then “help us or we perish.” 

Needed Improvement 

The school needs the following improvements, which your 
Board urges you to provide as soon as possible: 

1. Furniture for the auditorium and recitation rooms. 

2. Complete job of plumbing. 

3. A heating plant for the main building. 

The terms of the following members expire with this year, 
leaving vacancies to be filled, viz: L. S. Hamrick, E. B. Hamrick, 

J. F. Moore, Carme Elam, N. B. Kendrick, from Kings Mountain 
Association. 

The Principal reported at the last meeting of your Board 
that the order and deportment of the student body this year 
surpasses that of all previous years and is as nearly perfect as 
human agencies make it. Likewise, the entire student body are 
interested in their work, both in the class rooms and literary so- 
cieties. The high moral atmosphere which has characterized the 
school in the past is again manifest this year In increased pro- 
portions. The student body maintains a Y. M. C. A. and a Y. W. 
C. A. All students are required to attend church and Sunday 
School each Sunday. Prayer meeting is held at the church on 
Thursday night, when all students have an opportunity to attend. 

The graduating class last year was composed of 16 members, 
many of whom have gone to colleges, others teaching school and 
still other engaged in business. 

In conclusion your Board desires to express their thanks and 
appreciation to the loyal friends who have stood by the school and 
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helped them to relieve the school from an oppressing debt, many 
of whom wrought nobly and made great personal sacrifices. We 
trust that a portion of God's richest blessings will attend them and 
that His Kingdom will be broadened and hastened in the earth 
thereby.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS 

One of the greatest needs of the church today is to get a just 
and comprehensive view of the Foreign Mission opportunities that 
lie out before us. 

A great transformation has recently taken place in China, 
bringing about a marvelous change intellectually, politically and 
morally on that great continent, making one-fourth of the world 
population more susceptible to the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

Not only is this true of China, but the doors of the heather 
world are flung wide open to us today for the Gospel message and 
they are calling to us in pleading tones for the message of light 
and life. 

The churchs’ opportunity today for evangelization is tre- 
mendously great, and we earnestly believe the crucial moment has 
come in the history of the church to carry out the great mission 
of Christ “Go Ye into all the world.” 
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Our present fields of operation are: China, Japan, Africa, Ita- 
ly, Brazil, Argentina and Mexico. 

We have on these fields, at the present time, 285 missionaries 
(17 of whom went out this year) who are assisted -by 569 native 
workers, making a total of 854 workers on the field. These re- 
poit foi the year 4,532 baptisms and a total church membership 
of 27,545. The contributions to all purposes on the field last year 
were $89,483.70. This should certainly cause us to open our eyes 
along the line of giving. 

We have 13 Medical Missionaries, 7 hospitals, 9 dispensaries, 
in which 61,333 patients were treated last year. By administering 
to the needs of the body we have been enabled to reach the souls 

of many of these benighted people. God is truly blessing this phase 
of our work. 

We also have 266 schools with 7,481 students— this includes 
10 Theological Seminaries with 222 students and 8 Womans’ Train- 
ing Schools with 191 scholars. 

Through our publishing plants and book houses millions of 
pages of books, tracts, Bibles, etc., are being sent broadcast over 

the darkened lands. Our entire equipment on the field is valued at 
about $900,000. 

Our Board, under God, at Richmond, Va., appointed by the 
Southern Baptist Convention, carries on this great work, with the 
co-operation of all the churches. 

The Convention has asked that the churches raise this year 
$646,600 for Foreign Missions. Every cent of which is absolutely 
necessary to maintain the work, pay off past obligations and make 
such advancement, the Board can send out a few new Missionaries 
to points where conditions demand reinforcement. 

The Convention asks that each State raise a definite amount, 
and that the money requested from each State has been carefully 
divided among the many Associations. This Association has been 
asked to raise the small amount of $1,000, which should not be our 

goal but the minimum of our giving. This we can do by prayer 
work and giving. 

Your committee begs to recommend: 

1st. That we pledge ourselves to raise at least the amount 
asked of us. 

<-ik1. lhat all our people take the Foreign Mission Journal, for 
it is only through it that we can keep in touch with out work on the 
foreign fields. 

3rd. That our churches adopt some systematic method of 
giving to this gieat cause, so that money will be sent along month- 
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ly to our Board and thereby stop the payment annually of several 
thousand dollars for interest.

REPORT ON WOMANS’ WORK 

Every 7 since "certain women who had been healed of evil spirits 
and infirmities — ministered unto Jesus of their substance” good 
women have borne a large part in the affairs cf the kingdom of 
God among the children of men. More and more are the Christian 
women of the present age devoting their splendid energies to the 
cause of Christ, and no longer do the progressive leaders. in our 
churches think that special training and extraordinary oppor- 
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tunities must be put within easy reach of young men prefacing for 
Christian service, while young women can do all that is required of 
them without training or opportunity. The women are still the 
main dependence in carrying on Sunday School work. 

Among the special organizations through which the women of 
our churches are now accomplishing great good may be mentioned 
the Womans’ Missionary Societies, Sunbeam Bands, Young Wo- 
mans’ Auxiliaries and Royal Ambassadors. All of these organi- 
zations are found in some at least of our Churches, though in no 
single church, it seems, are all of them represented. From the in- 
formation in the hands of your committee, it appears that there 
are at present Womans’ Missionary Societies in eleven churches, — 
Bessemer City, Boiling Springs, Cherryville, Double Springs, Eli- 
zabeth, Grover, Kings Mountain, New Bethel, New Hope, Shelby 
1st, Shelby 2nd,; Sunbeam Bands in eight, — Bessemer City, Boil- 
ing Springs, Cherryville, Double Springs, Elizabeth, Grover, New 
Bethel, Shelby 1st.; Young Womans’ Auxiliaries in three, — Besse- 
mer City, Cherryville, Kings Mountain; and Royal Ambassadors 
in one, — Boiling Springs. 

The leaders in this work have wisely decided to hold an an- 
nual meeting at a different time and place from the meeting of the 
Association. Their second annual session was held recently at 
Cherryville. In view of the fact that so few of the churches of 
the Association are organized for womans’ work, it was decided, 
in that meeting to divide the territory into five districts, Northern, 
Eastern, Southern, Western and Central, with a superintendent for 
each district. By this means it is hoped to have the women and 
children of our churches much better organized by the next Annual 
meeting, which will be held at Boiling Springs, September 12 and 
13, 1914. 

The following sisters were appointed superintendents for the 
several districts: — Northern, Mrs. F. Elam; Eastern, Mrs. E. E. 
McDowell; Southern, Mrs. Forest Floyd; Western, Mrs. J. W. 
Wood; Central, Mrs. Eugenia Poston. 

The contributions of these societies for benevolence during the 


year were as follows:

Young Woman’s Auxiliaries 65.17 

Royal Ambassadors 7.60 


A total of $722.98, with some societies not reporting in full. 
This shows an increase of ,$234.49 over last year. 

If the present plans of these efficient fellow-helpers in the 
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Gospel are carried out no doubt the results a year hence will be 
even more gratifying to these “servants of the churches” in their 
noble efforts to do what they can, we bespeak the hearty co- 
operation of every pastor and learer in Christian work in the 
Association.

REPORT ON EDUCATION 

In our correlated system of schools are Wake Forest, Mere- 
dith and Chowan Colleges and fourteen high schools, as follows: 
Haywood Institute, Fruitland Institute, Liberty, Piedmont Insti- 
tute, Boiling Springs, Dell, Mars Hill, Mitchell Collegiate Insti- 
tute, Wingate, Winterville, Yancy Collegiate Institute, Murphy 
Institute, Round Hill Academy, Sylva Collegiate Institute and 
Mountain Park, our new school which belongs to the Surry Asso- 
ciation. 

There are other schools which are not in our system: Buie’s 
Creek, South Fork, Leaksville, Spray, Pineland, Salemburg, as 
well as Oxford College, all of which are doing a splendid work in 
the kingdom of God. 

During the past year Haywood Institute has spent about $4,000 
on improving the buildings, Mitchell Institute has spent $4,300 
on a new building, Winterville has spent $3,000 on girls’ home 
and dining hall, Mars Hill and Fruitland have greatly improved 
their grounds, Mountain Park opened April 2nd and is growing 
rapidly. Total valuation of our fourteen schools property is up- 
wards of $400,000. South Fork Institute with property valued at 
$17,000 belongs to the denomination, Buie’s Creek, Leaksville- 
Spray, Piedmont and Pineland are controlled by private Baptists. 
Buie’s Creek has completed a new home for girls, their property 
is reported worth $40,0000, Leaksville reports property valued at 
$46,000, and others, figures for which are not obtainable at present. 

Last year we raised upwards of $30,000 to pay on indebted- 
ness and improvement to buildings and equipment. There is still 
due $51,400 of which $17,000 is secured by notes and pledges. Mars 
Hill has a loan fund of $4,000, Winterville $700, Fruitland $200 
and Dell $1,350. 
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During the last year 87 teachers were employed, in our four- 
teen schools. The enrollment numbered approximately 2500, 67 

ministerial students were in atendance, 11 of these expect to go 
to the foreign field. One of these four years ago enrolled 18 stu- 
dents, this year 170. In buildings and equipment and teaching 
force our schools are among the best in the State. Boys and girls 
are prepared for the practical duties of life. More than this the 
Christian influence and teaching of these schools lead the unsaved 
to Christ and train them for active Christian service and in these 
respects they are doing for the young people a greater service than 
can be done in any other school. Last year we reported upwards 
of 200 conversions and very few take the full course without hope 
in Christ. 

Last year more than 300 took the Normal Course in Sunday 
School work, while about the same number took class-room work 
in the Bible. The great question before us is the development cf 
our forces, and to this end the Home Mission Board has added 
another man known as Enlistment and Co-operative Secretary. 
His work is to look after the 10,000 undeveloped churches and 
half million untrained workers in the Southern Baptist Convention. 

Our schools are training these students and sending them out 
for the highest service. A great army of young people are being 
trained through the B. Y. P. U. Mission study classes and other 
organizations. 

The increase in our educational institutions for the past four 
years has been very remarkable. One of the problems before us 
today is to control the interest and enthusiasm and not to al- 
low too many schools to be established but to make the ones we 
have stronger. We need to be cautious and at the same time pro- 
gressive and not waste a single dollar, to establish schools with- 
out proper backing. 

Wake Forest is the head of our system, Meredith is filling a 
great place in our educational life. They are to be commended to 
our people. Their enrollment is larger today than ever before. 

Brethren, secondary schools are our fortress. Nine out of 
every ten, on an average, never go to a college (it is true that 
some Baptists send their sons and daughters to other schools than 
Baptists schools, which is not the thing to do) and we should 
put forth every effort to make secondary schools just as strong 
as possible. 

Boiling Springs is your school, you have freed it from debt, 
it is growing rapidly, it needs your help. Will you give us your 
influence, your sympathy, your prayers, but most of all your sons 
and daughters? You can if you will. 
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Never before has Romanism been so much discussed as it is 
being discussed now, today. It looks brethren, like the Protestant 
people were going to have to combine to fight the advances of the 
Roman menace. Let me plead with you to patronize our schools 
and maintain our numbers and our faith. If you would have Bap- 
tists, your sons and daughters must be trained in Baptist schools. 
If we would maintain our schools we must sacrifice. 

Let us hope that with the debt a thing of the past that Boil- 
ing Springs High School will be nearer and dearer to you than 
ever before and that you will feel the need of it more than evei.

Fuller B. Hamrick read the following: 

REPORT ON ORPHANAGE 

The first child was received into the orphanage Nov. 11, 1885. 
Since that time 1,420 children have been enrolled, and the present 
number is 411. Average cost per child about $100. a year 

At the Kennedy Memorial Home which is located in Lenoir 
County two dormitories are in process of erection and will be ready 
for the reception of children by Jan. 1st. It is hoped that sufficient 
funds will come to completely equip this part of the institution so 
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that the work may go forward without interrupion. About half of 
the necessary funds have been secured. 

A valuable gift has been made to the Orphanage consisting of 
375 acres of land in Transylvania County by Miss Mary and Vic- 
toria Galloway. This place is estimated to be worth $25,000 but is 
not available during the lifetime of Miss Mary Galloway. Another 
notable gift was the bequest in the will of Dr. S. W. Little of 
Davie County which, it is believed will turn into the Orphanage 
treasury some $25,000. These wto great contributions in addition 
to a small sum left by the late John Pullen have all come since 
the beginning of the year 1913. 

While we are grateful to record these noble gifts to the Or- 
phanage, its constant enlargement requires a steadily increasing 
current fund. Bequests are usually put in some permanent mem- 
orial to the giver, and are never used to buy meat and bread for 
thechildren. That part of the work has always devolved on our 
churches and Sunday schools and please God, it may ever be so 
The greatest work of the Orphanage is in surrounding the 
children with a moral atmosphere and instructing them in spiritual 
things. A well organized Sunday-school and church with their 
various departments such as Baraca and Philathea classes, mis- 
sionary society, mission study classes, etc. furnish excellent facili- 
ties for the growth in knowledge and in the grace of giving, and 
above all pointing them to the Lamb of God who taketh away the 

sins of the world, is the supreme and crowning work of the institu- 
tion. 

About 40 per cent of the current fund comes from the monthly 
collections in the Sunday schools and yet scarcely one-third of our 
N. C. Baptist Sunday schools are giving these monthly collections. 
We strongly insist that every Sunday-school in the association fall 
in linewith this very sensible proposition and thus swell the number 
of monthly givers to this great object. 

Our churches are magnifying Thanksgiving Day as a time to 
make a liberal contribution to the Orphanage. We hope all our 
churches will duly observethis day. We would suggest that in 
many churches it is best to select a Sunday nearest Thanksgiving 
ay for this special service. This could be done to advantage on 
country fields. Do not neglect this offer. It gives the extra shove 
as we enter upon the winter months. 

Charity and Children is itself a great contributor to the Or- 
phanage. Every Sunday-school ought to take a club of the paper 
and thus increase its circulation and usefulness. Special attention 
is called to our well equiped job plant. 

It pays to invest money in children, if wisely done; but the 
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dividends cannot be declared in dollars; the ages will declare it and 
in other coin. Save a man and you save a soul, save a child and 
you save a multitude.

into this building and urged that work on it be begun at once, 
whereas work on it is progressing finely, and whereas there will 
be thousands of dollars of deterioration if the roor is not on by the 
approach of winter; 

Be it resolved by this Association: 

1 That this Association undertake to raise for this worthy 
urgent cause at least $500.00. 

2 That a committe of three be appointed at once to suggest 
what part of this amount may be raised by each church and make 
report before this ses«ion of the Association adjourns. 

3 That each church be requested to raise within sixty days 
at least the amount suggested by this committe and to forward 
same with the name of each contributor to Walter N. Johnson, 
Pastor, Wake Forest. 

4 That each pastor in this Association be requested tosee 
that every member of every church he shepherds shall have a 
chance to assist in the erection of this house of God at Wake 
Forest College and to see that the name, church and Association 
of each contribution shall be sent for preservation in the walls of 
the building.

Bro. D. G. Washburn read the following: 

REPORT ON MISSIONS 

Te oppressed of every nation today look to America to show 
the way to better things. We have tried and know of a truth that 
“Righteousness exalteth a Nation.” But our best efforts have 
been imperfect. We also know that sin is a reproach to a Na- 
tion. 

Of 94,000,000 people in America only about 21,000,000 are 
memebsr of any evangelical religious body. Of 31,000,000 people 
in the Southern Baptist Convention territory fewer than 11,000,000 
are members of evangelical bodies. 

There remains a large task of pioneer mission work in our 
territory. After all the successful efforts of Home and 
State Missions, scores of communities in many States do 
not hear the Gospel Message. There has come about in addi- 
tion a pioneer work of a new kind. It has to be found in the 
slums of the cities and sometimes along the fashionable boule- 
vards. With the old tasks unfinished, many new ones are being- 
added that are more difficult. 

Southern Baptists are confronted by an immense vitaliza- 
tion task. Thousands of churches without resident Pastors, with 
only once a month preaching, are finding themselves inadequately 
taught and trained to meet the pressings needs of today. “Teach- 
ing them to observe all things whatsoever I have commanded 
you,” we are beginning to see is as truly a part of the commission 
of our Lord as is evangelizing the lost. Our Home Board is un- 
dertaking to help in this great work for the enlistment and 
strengthening of our undeveloped churches. 

Three thousand unhoused churches in our convention terri- 
tory, with thousands of others in buildings that are not adequate 
to their needs, mutely appeal for a large and hearty support to the 

Home Mission Board in raising the Million Dollar Building Loan 
Fund. 

In the Southwest, in Cuba and Panama, among the Southern 
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mountains, in destitute city places and in needy rural districts 
throughout the South, among the Indians and negroes and the 
foreigners, through evangelism, church building work and enlist- 
ment endeavor, our Home Board is today doing the greatest work 
of all of its fruitful history. 

With all of these tasks pressing for vigorous, capable atten- 
tion, our Board stands in the front ranks of these agencies of 
our Baptist body through which we seek to keep inviolate in a 
day of testing the great Baptist principle of loyalty to Christ and 
the teachings of his word. 

The Home Mission Board apportionment for the whole South 
is this year $481,750. Let this Association contribute her part of 
this amount for the great work of this B oard and for the advance- 
ment of the Kingdom of our Blessed Lord. 

1. We recommend that pastors and workers urge the churches 
to subscribe for the Home Field and to make the largest use of the 
excellent Home Mission tracts, which are free on application. 

2. That our churches remember Home Missions during the 
year and give with more regularity to meet the constant needs of 
the Board. 

3. That earnest prayer be made for the cause of Home Mis- 
sions in all the churches and that Our Pastors be requested to 
preach on this subject as often as practicable.

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Comments 

Zion church was organized in 1816 by the late Drury 
Dobbins, who was pastor of this church for 31 years. 
Zion is the second oldest Baptist church in Cleveland 
county, Sandy Run being the oldest by a few years. 

The Association met with this church in 1855, being 
the 5th session of the Association. The weather, at that 
time, was bad and there was not a large crowd present. 
At this session the weather was ideal, large crowds being 
present and the reports and speeches being excellent, 
making it an extremely intei'esting session. 

Zion is one o fthe historic spots of Cleveland county. 
After Cleveland county was formed out of Rutherford 
and Gaston counties, the first court was held at William 
Weather’s home, near this church, and the first sheriff of 
this county, Charlie Blanton, was buried at this church. 

Zion church, in my opinion, is one of the best church- 
es in the Association. It always has been one of my 
favorites and is one of the places where the latch-string 
truly hangs on the outside. Zion entertained the Asso- 
ciation in royal style, such as many of us knew it would, 
and about 12 :30 each day, the way they loaded the tables 
(to use the Tennesseans’ expression) “was “a sight in 
the world.” CLERK.
